DOGS IN WARFARE, 


How They Are Taught to Detect the 
Presence of the Enemy. 

Among the various uses to which the in- 
telligence of dogs has been put is that of 
scouts in military affairs, says 
wood’s Magazine. Here the well-trained 
dog does such services as to become well 
nigh invaluable. 

That Napoleon fully realized how impor- 
tantarole might be assigned to dogs is well 
known. In 1799 he wrote to Marmont: 
“There should be at Alexandria a large 
number of dogs, which you ought to be able 
toemploy by massing them in groups ata 
short distance from the walls.“ The marvel 
is that, after so plain an expression on the 
subject from such an authority in the art of 
war, the employment of dogs should not 
have become a matter of course, instead of 
which, eighty-nine years later, itis still re- 
garded as a tentative measure. 

Recent experiments prove thatthe well- 
trained dog will give notice of the presence 
of a man, dressed in the uniform of a foe, 
at a distance of one thousand feet. And 
just as the custom-house dog passes quietly 
by honest peasants and only calls the at- 
tention of their masters to law-breakers, so 
these wise regimental dogs ignore the 
movements of unattached civilians, but 
seem to develop astrong personal antipathy 
toany person whom they intuitively recog- 
nize as being in thé service of the enemy. 
Probably, however, no dog has ever 
rendered such signal military service, or 
has been so honorably recognized as 
the celebrated poodle Mustache, who 
shared the victorious fortunes of 
the French army through most of the wars 
of the Consulate and the French empire. 
He won special honor at Marengo, and was 
decorated on the battlefiefd of Austerlitz 
by Marshal Lannes as a reward for having 
rescued his regimental standard from an 
Austrian soldier when in the act of snatch- 
ing it from the grasp of the standard- 
bearer as he fell mortally wounded. The 
plucky poodie drove off the assailant, and 
then seizing the tattered colors in his 
teeth, dragged them triumphantly till he 
reached his own company. 

It is evident that were military dogs to 
be exclusively chosen from any special 
breed, all animals of that race would be- 
come targets for the foe, whenever scen, 
therefore dogs are to be settled on account 
of individual merit~or rather promise of 
merit, as it is necessary to begin their tui- 
tion in early youth, and canine education 
should be commenved in good earnest at six 
months of age. So the dogs now to be seen 
in training at certain German and French 
military stations are of all sorts and sizes— 
“dachshunds” and poodles, retrievers and 
collies, greyhounds, foxhounds, fox terriers 
and others, male and female. The Italians 
prefer the latter as possessing keener 
senses of hearing and scent. All are 
trained to rigid silence—a result only to be 
obtained after long and patient tuition, in- 
deed it is at all times difficult to insure 
Obedience when music strikes up, so great 
is the temptation to give vocal accompani- 
ment.

Train Robbery and Murder. 

Deano, Cal., Feb. 23.—A daring 
train robbery took place at a point 
about two miles south of Pixley at 8 
o’clock last evening. Train No. 17 left 
Pixley on time, and when two miles 
out two men crawled from the front of 
the engine, covered the fireman and 
engineer with revolvers and com- 
manded a halt. When the train slow- 
ed up one of the men still held the fire- 
man and engineer under cover while 
the other went back to the. express 
car and exploded a bomb underneath 
the car to scare the messenger, saying 
that unless the door of the car was 
opened he would explode another 
bomb. The messenger responded, 
when the robber sprang into the car, 
and obtaining the keys took all the 
valuables in the safe. 

After the train stopped, a brakeman 
named Anzon and a passenger who 
boarded the train at Modesto went up 
on one side of the car, and another 
brakeman and Ed. Bentley, Deputy 
Constable at Delano, went on the other 
side to see what was the trouble. 
When near the express car they were 
roughly ordered to balt, and at the 
same time a gun loaded with buckshot 
was discharged by one of the robbers 
over the brakeman’s shoulder, hitting 
the young man in the head, death re- 
sulting instantly. 

The parties on the other side of the 
car met with a like reception, and 
Bentley was shot in the side and arm, 
and is probably fatally wounded. 

As soon as the booty was obtained 
the robbers left, going west. The train 
was conducted by Symington. A posse 
left here in pursuit last night. 

Another account states that five 
men were concerned in the robbery, 
two of whom remained on the engine, 
while three others entered the express 
car. The passenger coach was not 
molested. The name of the dead man 
is given as Charles Gobert of Poso. 
The amount secured by the robbers is 
not known.

The Australian System. 

In Australia the secrecy of the ballot 
is secured by the provision that none 
but the official ballot shall be used; 
that the official ballot shall be given to 


the voter by the ballot clerks, who are 
sworn officers of election. The voter 
thereupon prepares his ballot in a 
closed compartment and takes it to 
the inspector without having the op- 
portunity to show it to any one. It is 
thus impossible for a voter to prove 
that he has voted a particular ticket, 
except by his own word, and few poli- 
ticians would pay money on the word 
of any man who is willing to sell his 
vote
